In classrooms, for example,| first graders are 
now mastering the clements of work that we didn't 
start until grades five and six, or even later. 
And educationalists continue to experiment with 
new equipment and techniques to help children 
absorb even more knowledge during each school 
year. 

Physical competition is equally intense. To excel 
in the world of sports, student athletes are now 
scientifically trained, and expected, to equal 
the records of YESTERYEAR’S WORLD CHAM- 
PIONS, And the training seems to start with 
younger age groups each year, 

Schools can no longer be considered a produc- 
line process where you start children at one end 
and expect their teachers alone to bring them out 
at the other end with diplomas that will automatically 
qualify them for thelr life’s work. For example, 
engineers who graduated more than ten or soyears 
ago can tell you chat a large portion of the know~ 
ledge they acquired to graduate is now obsolete, 

What we are trying to point out, of course, is that 
education has become a LIFELONG PROCESS, 
Because of this very important, but not yet fully 
understood fact, teachers can no longer be expected 
to carry the whole load of education, And by 


education we mean all the things it Includes; 
knowledge, social atticudes, physical health, 
etcetera, 


When you stop to think that a child spends only 
one-eighth of each day in school, and quite often 
under overcrowded conditions, it becomes obvious 
that part of the burden of preparing children for 
tomorrow's complex and competitive world in 
which ‘scrape through’ diplomas no longer guarantee 
success - must be borne by parents and other 
concerned adults, 

To help our children develop the mental and 
physical stamina needed for much stiffer study 
schedules and keener competition in physical 
activity, ic is vital that everyone concerned with 
their mental and physical well-being be much 
better informed about the health hazards and 
education and social problems that have become 
today’s ‘way of life’ for our children. 

Effective communication is the key to success 
in this area and we propose to make it one of 
our major tasks in the year ahead toachieve effect- 
tve communication that will motivate worthwhile 
action. 

To give you a glimpse Into the minds and hearts 
of children we invited younrsters from the senior 
grades tn the public schools throughout Screetsville 
and Mississauga to submit their thoughts on the 
subject “‘What Christmas Mcans To Me’’, 

We received such an overwhelming number of 
repiics In the form of essays, stories and pocms 
that it was literally impossible to reproduce all 
of them, Nor was there time to judge them as 
fairly as we would have liked, Some of the pieces 
appear complcte but we took the liberty of printing 
excerpts from dozens more in the form of para- 
graphs and even sentences. 

We believe that reading through this Christmas 
issue will be a heart-warming and cnlighrcniny: 
experience for everyone who receives It.

The computer operation 
is a joint venture of the T. Eaton Co., Stelco and 
T.R.W. Inc. 

December (finally) saw the Cable T.V. hearings 
taking place before the CRTC with ‘‘everybody 
and his brother’’ wanting in. 

The retirement of Police Chief Garnet McGill 
was announced. January 5, 1972 will see the end 
of an era. McGill has been Chief for 24 years, 
and started with the Force when it was a 2-man 
operation. Deputy Chief Bruce Kivell will become 
Chief when Garnet McGill retires to ‘‘do a bit of, 
travelling.’’ 

As we moved into December it was noted that 
R.D. Kennedy was no longer a “back bencher’’. 
Doug was moved onto the Tory front benches 
when the Legislature held Ite brief mini-session 
in December. 

As we approach the end of 1971 our thoughts 
go out to Mayor Bob Speck in St, Michael's Hos- 
pital.

Two of the early Christian saints who are espec- 
fally honored during the Christmas season are - 
1, St. Nicholas on December 6 in Holland and 
2. St. Lucy on December 13 in Sweden. 

St. Nicholas was a kind bishop and did good 
deeds. When the Dutch sertled in New Amster- 
dam they changed his name from Sr. Nicholas to 
Sint Klaes to Santa Claus. 

In the middge ages, Christmas provided enter- 
tainment where people would act out gay pantomimes 
and celebrate Jesus’ birth. As the middle ages wore 
on people got more involved in Christmas and would 
sing carols and have plays. Bur still some people 
hatred Christmas like the Puritans, The Puritans 
were shocked by Christmas and in 1642 when the 
Puritans came to power in England they said that 
there would be no Christmas bur later the holiday 
returned. 

In the 17th Century, Christmas in holland was 
joyful. They would have a big feast, dance and be 
gay. The gifts from St, nicholas were found in the 
shoes of the Dutch. The houses were decorated 
and holiday foods were prepared, in France, Christ- 
mas cakes were formed in the shape of animals 
or men and these pieces of cake were sald to be 
able to cure the sick. In Scandanavia, Yule Boar 
bread was baked and some of it was set aside 
and mixed with seed in belief'thar it helped make 
crops grow. Many people had many different be- 
Hefs and customs. In Alaska, eskimos celebrate 
Christmas with feasts such as reindeer roast 
and sea) blubber with blueberries and games such 
as weight-lifting and broad-jumping. In the South- 
wes: Indians would have dances and tell old legends. 
At Palmer Lake, Colorado they hold a Yule log 
hunt on the Sunday before Christmas. A four-foot 
log is hidden in the mountains outside town and the 
finder drags it back to Ciry Hall, where itis set 
to fire, Other places have festivals too, 
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“Stachastiivoye Roz- 
hdestvo.”” That's 
Russian for ‘Merry 
Christmas’”’.
